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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 


1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 -1 8, 
20-22 are considered allowable since when reading the claims in light of the 
specification, none of the references of record alone or in combination disclose or 
suggest the combinations of limitations specified in the independent claims. As to 
claims 1-11, 22, the prior art of record does not teach wherein the server provides in 
the request its own packet data network address; receiving, at the server and from the 
wireless communication station, a response to the request, the response identifying to 
the server the radio transferring capabilities of the wireless communications station and 
the response being received as packet data over a packet data session, the packet data 
session having been established by the wireless communication station using the 
packet data network address of said serves. 

As to claims 12-18, 20-21 , the prior art of record does not teach wireless 
communication station, the request including a packet data network address of the 
originator; establishing a packet data session with the originator using the packet data 
network address; and transmitting to the originator the response to the request, wherein 
information describing the radio transferring capabilities associated with the wireless 
communication station is included in the response, and wherein the response is 
transmitted as packet data over the established packet data session. Any comments
